Guthrie, Ok., March 7.—Unless the 
Oklahoma state senate makes ample 
progress with matters it has on the 
calendar and the revenue hills are 
advanced for final action by Tues­ 
day morning, it will not adopt the 
house concurrent resolution calling 
for sine die adjournment of the spec­ 
ial session next Saturday at noon. 
Under the constitution revenue meas­ 
ures must he finally disposed of by 
the legislature five days before close 
of the session.' The revised gross 
revenue tax bill, the Anthony bill fix­ 
ing maximum tax levies and the bill 
for taxing franchises of corporations 
and companies are pending in con­ 
ference and can bt* brought out this 
week. 
If 
the 
administration’s 
message, 
suggesting a still lunker 
ta-M> 
against public service corporations to 
meet expenses of ct lain state de- 
j payments, is taken 
seriously and 
^such a law is to be enacted, there la 
I no possibility of final adjoin nment 
before the last of next week. 
It is understood that the latter 
idea was suggested by Attorney Gen­ 
eral West. who believes the corpor­ 
ations which are assessed for taxes 
by the State Board of equalization 
should be taxed to support the State 
Corporation commission and to pro­ 
vide one-half of the expense of the 
Attorney General’s office. These two 
!departm ents would be removed from 
the general revenues of the state, 
thus affording a corresponding re­ 
duction of taxes collected from gen­ 
eral property owners. 
In view of the Anthony bill, which 
is now before the governor, imposing 
a tax upon railroads for state pur­ 
poses and in which it is declared 
that such tax is ti be in lieu of all 
others paid by receivers for state 
purposes, it would be necessary to 
call back the act for revision to con­ 
form to the new tax ideas submitted 
by the governor’s message Saturday. 
Bryan Election Hill. 
The senate also has the Bryan 
election hill to go through with and 
in return will send to the house the 
judicial bill. The last named meas­ 
ure will probably be passed finally 
by the senate Monday morning, with 
the prospect of further change by 
reducing the number of judger in 
Oklahoma county from four to three. 
Today protest is being made from 
Garvin and Murray counties against 
the number of judges and the pro­ 
posed division of the district to nom­ 
inating subdivisions. 
If the number 
of judges is reduced, Garvin, McCain 
Cleveland and Murray counties will 
he placed in one nominating district, 
Love and Carter in the second and 
Oklahoma county in third. 
On the third reading, Senator Mem- 
minger 
announces

offer 
amendments that will change Coal 
county from the Ada-HoldenvilJe dis­ 
trict and put it in the Muskogee-Du- 
rant district 
There is a flattering opportunity 
for the proposed amendment of Sec. 
9, Art. IX, of the constitution pend­ 
ing in the senate 
to 
be 
defeated, 
judging from the attitude of a num­ 
ber of the senators and several house 
members. 
Labor organizations over the state 
have begun an assault upon the pro­ 
posed amendment, and members of 
the legislature are entertaining some 
doubt as. to the wisdom of the change 
For fear the new amendment would 
not carry, Sec. 49, initiated for the 
same article by the Oklahoma Fed­ 
erated Commercial Clubs and the 
railroads, h a* 'n o t b e e n 'withdrawn, 
because it is argued with the legis­ 
lature acting adversely the federa­ 
tion will have the initiated proposi­ 
tion to fall hack on. 
The senate will never agree to the 
changes in the fee bill, which means 
the legislation will go to conference 
committee. The house proposes sal­ 
aries so much higher than those in 
the senate hill that senators say
